REDUCTION IN KATES WILL BE 


MADE VERY SOON

Washington, Dec. 8.—Lower railroad 
rates in the near future were foreseen 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion today in its annua! report to con­ 
gress. 
After a general declaration that the 
railroad situation is showing steady 
improvement, the commission auld: 
“We are hopeful that with an im­ 
provement in the volume of traffic and 
with a further adjustm ent of operating 
cost* in harm ony with prevailing ten 
denotes, a substantially lower level of 
rates and fares will be compatible 
with the rule of rate-m aking which 
has been prescribed by congress and 
at the same time permit an adequate 
maintenance of the properties." 
This ig takn to mean a general re 
dm lion in rates will follow the com­ 
prehensive rate inquiry now in prog 
rebs under the direction of the com 
mission. 
The cut is expected to come 
early next year. 
The report reveals that the rail 
roads have dropped from their pay 
roils a half million employes within 
the last year. 
This haa greatly aided the railroads 
in making a financial recovery. 
In addition the report said: 
“With the reduction in the level of 
wages effective as of July I, 1921, net 
earnings in July, August and Septem ­ 
ber, 1921, again showed substantial 
increase, although not reaching a rate 
of six per cent on the value of rail 
properties so determined for the Unit­ 
ed States a8 a whole."

He is under arrest, but at librety at 
present, on a charge that his organi­ 
zation sent commendatory letters to 
shipyard strikers at Kobe. 
Buzuki founded the Yuaiokal, the 
iurgcHt labor organization in Japan 
and is working, to the extent possible 
under re friction* obtaining here, for 
the organisation of u real federation 
of labor and labor unious in Japan, 
The movement is new and the organi­ 
zation small, by foreign standard*, and 
labor unions in the American sense 
are not yet to be developed. 
"The friendly cooperation of labor 
unions of various nationalities is the 
best guaranty of international peace," 
Buzuki said, "lf the labor unions in 
lite world really cooperate with one 
another in the cause of peace they 
will l»e able to do a great thing. 
I 
look forward to the day when the 
.world’s armament:) will be entirely 
abandoned through the international 
cooperation of labor. 
"This history of trade unionism in 
iapan is brief,” Buzuki explained. We 
have not yet made much progress, but, 
I*** it remembered, the Japanese trade 
unionl*t has already advanced to the 
state of social consciousness. I con­ 
fidently hope that with the progress (rf 
time unionism will gain ground among 
us. and that we shall be able to con­ 
tribute largely to the international la­ 
bor movement." 
As the Japanese delegates to the 
W’asbiugton conference were depart­ 
ing, Buzuki issued a statement urging 
workers to support the Ideals of the 
Washington conference. 
“War never 
benefits the laborer, Nwbetber it is 
victorious or not," he 
said. 
"War 
means for the workingman suicide by 
the weapons he himself has forged."

The enrollment for the year to date, J 
1931 pupils, represents the high water 
mark for enrollment December first 
in a period of more than ten year*. 
The number of truancy reported. 
five, represents only known cases of 
pupil* who have been In school at­ 
tendance during th* month. There are 
doubtless a considerable number of 
pupils, both boys and girls, under the 
school age, who Dor various reasons 
are not in school 
attendance 
and 
whose names are unknown to the prin­ 
cipals or teachers. 
Such cases should 
be reported to the school authorities 
by any citizen wTio has knowledge of 
such, and the names will be given to 
the truant officer for investigation. 
Parties, moving to Brainerd at any 
time during the s< bool year and hav­ 
ing children of School age, are not 
permitted to wait until the beginning 
of a new term but are required under 
the law to send the children to school 
at once. 
The school age referred to 
is the compulsory law' age of those 
under 16 years who have not complet­ 
ed the eighth grade. 
The number of books drawn from 
school libraries during the past month, 
1157. indicates that the school libra­ 
ries are being used more and more. 
The state makes liberal provision un­ 
der the last session laws for state aid 
to school libraries on condition that 
the school district expend an equal 
amount 
each 
year. 
The 
Brainerd 
schools have always 
availed 
them­ 
selves of this state aid. 
The mill school is now completed 
and it is expected that it will be oc­ 
cupied at a very early date. 
This 
much needed improvement in the Mill 
district will fill a long felt want and 
will relieve the crowded condition of 
some of the rooms 
at 
the 
Lowell 
school. 
We should like to suggest that par­ 
ents who have boys working in the 
manual training department or girls 
working in the home economics de­ 
partments, either sewing or cooking, 
or in the commercial department, try 
to arrange to visit one or all of these 
industrial sections of the schools dur­ 
ing the working school day. 
We be­ 
lieve-that the manual 'training boys 
under their director, Mr. Rosel, are 
doing some unusually creditable work 
in cabinet making, and an occasional 
visit by parents would be an incen­ 
tive to both students and teachers and 
offer a good opportunity for sugges 
tion or instructive 
criticism, 
same remark would be applicable to 
the commercial and home economics 
departments. 
The Child Welfare organization of 
this city is making an earnest effort 
to erfforce the child wrelfare laws and 
to correct some of' th© abuses that 
tend to juvenile delinquency. The sale 
of tobacco to minors attending the 
public school and the use of the same 
by the children is one of the things 
that has been recently referred to this 
board. 
Parents should give full co­ 
operation to the Child W el fare Board 
in their efforts to check the tobacco 
habit among school children. The law 
forbidding the sale of tobacco to min­ 
ors attending the public school seems 
to be perfectly plain and direct, and 
the use of tobacco by school children 
is forbidden except in the home with 
the parents* consent. Thoughtful par 
ents would do well to think twice be­ 
fore asking minor children to make 
purchases of tobacco for use by older 
members of the family.

A very suggestive article appeared 
some weeks ago in the high school 
sheet, observing that the character of 
a high school depended not so much 
on the expensive building as upon the 
quality of its teaching force and the 
quality of the product turned out 
People are quite frequently apt to 
estimate the character of a school 
system from the standpoint of the ma­ 
terial side, often overlooking the more 
important factors, the personality of 
the teaching force, the attitude of par­ 
ents toward the school, and the gen­ 
eral quality, both mental and moral, 
of the student body. 
Brainerd needs 
a new high school building very much 
and it will add greatly to the char­ 
acter of the work done in many ways 
to have the needed room and equip­ 
ment, but, until the people of this city 
can see their way clear to provide a 
new building, it will still be possible, 
lf not delayed too long, to do good 
work, provided we can retain good 
teachers.
